buyer who visited this city said today. 
“ Blinded by the high prices paid by 
the warring nations, 
many 
farmers 
have sold their best stock and now 
they will soon find themselves un­ 
able to replenish their supply. 
“ As proof of the scarcity of horses 
in this country, 
representatives 
of 
the British government 
are 
paying 
from 50 to IOO per 
cent 
more 
for 
horses than they were a year ago, and 
even so they were finding it extreme­ 
ly difficult to procure desirable ani­ 
m als.” 
It is difficult to find out just what 
prices are being paid by the purchas­ 
ers for European armies, because the 
work is being carried on with such 
secrecy. 
According 
to 
the 
dealer 
quoted, the present prices in the coun­ 
try are said to be from $125 to $185 | 
a head for the sam e class of animals 
that could be bought for from $65 to 
$125 when the heavy buying began a 
year ago. 
In the eleven months ending May 
31, the latest date for which official 
government reports have been made, 
exports 
for 
horses and .mules w ere 
302,129 head, valued 
at 
$67,000,000, 
compared with exports oft only 26.079 
head in the corresponding period of 
the preceding year. 
The shipments 
have continued large during the last 
three months. 
~ 
“ The .supply of good W'ork horses 
is being reduced as 
never 
before,” 
the dealer said, “and when domestic 
trade, principally 
in 
the 
southern 
states, begins the full effect of the 
enormous foreign sales will be felt. 
Domestic trade in horses 
has 
been 
smaller in the past year than fo ra long 
time, owing to the low' price of cotton 
and the discouragement in thf south 
over the marketing of the crop. 
The 
south has been selling instead of buy­ 
ing, w hich has made it easier for con­ 
tractors to get horses for the foreign 
governments. A revived demand from 
the south is expected soon.”

derstand what I mean when I say that 
God has been pleased to permit an il­ 
lu stratio n -first, a 
united 
Christen­ 
dom, and second, a divided Christen­ 
dom. 
For long centuries there was in 
Europe practically but the one Church 
Roman Catholic: 
The results w-ere 
not all thai could be desired. 
That 
unity brought neither secular nor re­ 
ligious education, nor did it bring to 
the world the Millennium. 
Rather, 
throughout that long period ignorance 
and superstition held sw'av. 
During 
the last few centuries w-e have had the 
division of Christendom into various 
s e n s and parties. 
While the results 
are not 
satisfactory, not what the 
Word of God prompts us to desire and 
expect, nevertheless this divided con­ 
dition has certainly tended toward 
greater freedom of thought, greater 
liberty from ignorance and supersti­ 
tion.

W hich Is the True C hurch? 
Agreeing with all 
the 
Scriptural 
premises laid down by Cardinal Gib­ 
bons, w-e must, nevertheless, dispute 
his conclusion that this one Church, 
which Christ declared He w-ould build 
upon the rock of Truth, and which 
would grow to a glorious Temple com­ 
posed of living stones, of w hich St. Pe­ 
ter was one, is the Roman Church. 
Equally we disagree with our Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Lutheran and 
Congregational systems when 
they 
each profess to be the one Church. 
Our contention is that all who turn 
their backs upon sin, accept the Lord 
Jesus as their Savior, approach the 
Heavenly Father in full consecration 
through Jesus and who receive the be­ 
vel ting of I he Holy Spirit of God—all 
such are sons of God, w-hether or not 
they join the Roman Catholic, the 
Congregational, the 
Methodist, 
the 
Presbyterian or other human systems. 
Furthermore, our contention is that 
not one of *hese human systems, Cath­ 
olic or Protestant, is recognized of 
God. 
They are all human institutions 
—originated by men and maintained 
by men. 
Sometimes good men and 
sometimes bad men have had to do 
with their organization and mainten­ 
ance. 
Indeed, wre hold that each con­ 
secrated believer is a child of God 
w-herever he may be—inside or out* 
dele of all denominational 
w-alls 
or 
"reeds. 
In the Scriptures the true Church 
af Christ is described as “the Church 
if the First-borns, written In Heaven.” 
(Hebrews 12:23.1 Will our Protestant 
fie n d s ctaim that' ttieir church roll 
corresponds to “the Lamb’s Book of 
L i f e r 
(Revelation 
21:27.) 
Would 
Christians of any denomination dare 
o make such a claim? Most as«ured- 
v, No! 
We realize that at the very* 
Tiost the various sects and parties of 
Christendom are composed of wliea* 
and tares; and that, so far as human 
judgment can discern, the tares are 
astlv in the majority. 
Christian Union Never Lost. 
From this standpoint w*e perceive 
hat the great masses, Catholic and 
Protestant, never w-ere the Church of 
'hrist. 
They have been children of 
his world, not spirit-begotten New 
Creatures in Christ, not living stones 
n the Temple, not branches of the 
True Vine, not members of the “little 
lock.” 
They have been worldly peo- 
ile with religious sentiments and good 
lesires, w-ho misunderstood the Bible 
caching that only the sanctified are 
’n Christ Jesus, called to be saints* 
<1 Corinthians 1:2.) W hat these large 
lumbers of well-meaning but mistak­ 
en people have done in the way of or­ 
ganizing churches, lodges, banks, etc., 
las had nothing whatever to do with 
he great organization which God ef­ 
fected eighteeen centuries ago anc1 
which has persisted as a unit ever 
dnce. 
The true church has never been di 
/ided. Each member is 
united with 
he Lord, the Head, and through Him 
o every other member of His body, 
which is the church. 
In 
this one 
church there has always been rnain- 
ained one Lord Jesus, one faith—His 
»Vord of promise—and one baptism— 
•or.secration into His death (ll Tim. 
2:11*12; Eph. 4:4-6). 
Does some one say, “Where is the 
history of this church?” We answer,

of

K ansas City, Mo., Sept. 7.—Parents 
are largely to blame for the failure of 
pupils in school, according to George 
Melcher, efficient y expert 
for 
the | 
Kansas City public schools. 
A report j 
which Mr. Melcher has just made of j 
an investigation into the causes of non- j 
promotion 
last 
spring supports his I 
contention. 
“Parents 
are 
too 
lenient 
about 
school m atters,’’ Mr. M elcher saki to­ 
day. 
“They do not co-operate with 
j J he teachers nor do they im press the 
im portance of school work on their 
children. 
“Last sprng 3,285 cases of failure in 
the grade schools were investigated 
and classified according to the causes 
of non-promotion. Of these 1,649, or 
55 per cent, were due to absence or 
irregular attendance and largely pre­ 
ventable through the co-operation of 
the parents, as were 111 cases due to 
starting the term ’s work late. 
Be­ 
cause of lack of ambition 20 were not 
promoted, 66 for lack of attention, 
7 for indifference and 7 for a throng 
attitude tow ard their studies—all of 
which may have been 
due 
to 
the 
Nineteen 
were kept back by laziness and fif­ 
teen by idleness. 
“And this is not because the chil­ 
dren are naturally idlers. 
They are 
very energetic outside of school, but 
do not seem to pay attention to work 
wrhich does not appeal to them. That 
must be remedied by the school by 
studying the likes and dislikes of tile 
children and providing work that will 
hold their interest. 
“U nfortunately, many cases of fail­ 
ure were traced to physical defects. 
Of these 109 were classified under ill 
health, 22 suffered from nervous dis­ 
orders, 14 defects of speech and 12 
from partial deafness. 
“There is such a thing as forcing a 
child too fast. as is shown by the fact 
; that 196 failures were caused by im- 
! m aturity. 
Seventy 
foreigners 
were 
held hack on account of their limited 
of the language. 
Forty- 
three cases were traceable to bad en­ 
vironment and 3 per cent of the fail­ 
ures were due to changing schools. 
Parents who are too eager to have 
their children advanced and often pre­ 
vail upon teachers to push their chil­ 
dren ahead are m aking just as grave 
a m istake as those who are satisfied 
to let their children stay at home tor 
unnecessary reasons. 
“One-half or two-thirds of the fail­ 
ures could be prevented by the par­ 
ents if they insisted on regular and 
prompt attendance 
throughout 
the 
year. 
Medical inspection would also 
be an im portant factor in preventing 
failures.
